Ottawa, Nov. 17.— It is currently re- 
ported that Mr. Mulock will get his 
knighthood on Christmas Day, when the 
Imperial postage rate goes into effect, 

It seems that Debarry, the United 
States officer who has made himself 
notorious in connection with the en- 
forcement of the alien labor law, has 
exceeded his duty.

The city of "Winnipeg has made repre- 
sentations to the department of agricul- 
ture about the inadequacy of quarantine 
arrangements at Halifax and St. John.

Lord Minto having had invitations 
from the St. Andrew's societies of To- 
ronto and Montreal, has found it un- 
able to make a choice between their 
rival claims, and lias decided to attend 
neither celebration, but take the middle 
course of remaining in Ottawa. 

A deputation of leading citizens of 
Vermont to-night presented to the Forty- 
third battalion a beautiful silk "Old 
Glory " as a souvenir of the visit of the 
Ottawa corps to Burlington on the 
Fourth of July. Dr. Borden, minister 
of militia, speaking at the presentation, 
said he hoped the two nations would 
ever stand shoulder to shoulder in de- 
fence of the great principles of liberty 
and civilization. 



CHINESE MOB MISSIONARIES. 

Victims Were Americans and Their 
Minister at Pekin Has Been 
Appealed To. 

Cincinnati, Nov. 17. — A private letter 
from Bishop Earl Cranston, of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, to Kev. D. 
II. Moure, of the Western Christian Ad- 
vocate of this city, tells of the mobbing 
of the family of the bishop and of Kev. 
Dr. Lowry, a missionary, in the streets 
of Pekin. on September 30. The attack 
was made with mud, sticks and stones 
by the mob gathered to celebrate the first 
feast day since the Empress Dowager 
had taken the power from the Emperor. 

The party were going to the railway 
station in carts and chairs and wore at- 
tacked by the half-frenzied Chinamen. 
Dr. Lowry made a brave resistance and 
succeeded in getting the women and chil- 
dren to a place of safety, though he suf- 
fered a broken rib. The same indignities 
were offered to all other foreigners. 

Representations have been made to the 
Chinese government by the American 
minister at Pekin. 



LUMBER ACCOUNTS IN COURT. 

Winnipeg Man Loses Suit Against a 
New Westminster Concern. 

Winnipeg. Nov. 1.— (Special) — This 
morning Mr. Justice Dubuc delivered 
judgment in Orieghton vs. the Pacific 
Coast Lumber Co. The plaintiff was a 
lumber merchant residing in Winnipeg, 
and the defendants carried on business 
iu New Westminster. His Lordship 
held that the plaintiff had not establish- 
ed his right to recover moneys paid by 
him in the transeation, and a verdict 
should be entered for defendants.

Tactics of Ontario Government in 
the Bye-Elections Exposed by 
Mr. Whitney. 



Party Heelers Under Pay to Travel 
Through Each Constituency 
About to Vote. 



Special to the Colonist. 

Napunoe, Nov. 17. — Mr. Whitney, pro- 
vincial Conservative leader, made a bit- 
ter speech here last night. Speaking on 
behalf of Dr. Meacham, the Conserva- 
tive candidate at the by-election to be 
held on Friday next in Lennox, he con- 
demned the Hardy government very 
strongly for holding the by-elections one 
tit a time, instead of all together. "Why 
is it," he asked, " that we find all over 
the province in different elections that 
there have been the same body of scoun- 
drels appearing in each constituency 
that have appeared in Lennox within 
the last ton or twelve days, and are here 
now'.' Of what value are the protesta 
tions of the people, or of the Globe, of 
n desiro to have free and fair elections, 
when they are currying out, for the same 
purpose and for the same means, the 
tactics which they have denounced for 
years V" (Applause). 

" They may say Mr. Whitney has no 
right to make these assertions; he can 
prove nothing of the kind. I say that 
my statement is true, that these heelers 
were in South Ontario, and that they 
are in Lennox." Here Mr. Whitney held 
up two photographs. 

Continuing, he said: " Flease God, 
we will have the pictures of more of 
them before the week is over, and they 
will be dealt with as men of their char- 
acters deserve to be dealt with, and we 
ask you to deal with the employers and 
masters of these men. who are not 
ashamed to allow, right under their 
noses in this country, this sort of mon- 
strous iniquity to be carried on." 

CAROLINA'S RACE WAR 

Washington Authorities Likely to Take 
Up the Case of the Refugees. 

Washington, Nov. 17.— Up to this time 
no definite plans with respect to the pro- 
secution of the participants in the riotous 
proceedings at Wilmington, N.O., against 
J. W. Tolbert, have been decided upon. 
'The fact that Tolbert is the assistant 
postmaster at: McCormack and not the 
postmaster, may have an important bear- 
ing on the case. Assistant fourth class 
postmasters are not recognized by the 
law as officers of the government, they 
being appointed and paid by the post- 
masters. Assistant United States Attor- 
ney Cochrane from the Tilbert district 
lists been ordered to Washington for con- 
ference with officials of the department 
of justice and upon his arrival here to- 
morrow the whole Carolina situation will 
be gone over and a line of action decided 
upon. 

The case of R. H. Cunning, United 
States commissioner at Wilmington, N. 
C. is said to present none of the diffi- 
culties which have appeared in the Tol- 
bert case, and it is thought that, instruc- 
tions will soon be given the United 
States attorney there to make an in- 
vestigation of the facts with a view to 
beginning proceedings,

PRICE OF RECIPROCITY 



British Preferential Duties Must 
Cease if United States Makes 
a Treaty, 



American Commissioners Encour- 
aged to Believe That Prefer- 
ence Will Be Stopped. ■ 



Atlantic Fisheries Dispute May Be 
Left to International Com- 
mission of Lawyers. 



By Associated Press. 

Washington, Nov. 17. — The Anglo-Am- 
erican commission now in session here 
to adjust the differences between the 
United States aud Canada to-day held a 
lengthy session upon the two subjects 
which are regarded as of most import- 
ance, namely, the North Atlantic fish- 
eries aud reciprocity. 

The fisheries question was practically 
taken up for the first' time and it was 
quite definitely understood that the posi- 
tion of the Canadian government was 
made clear, as favorable to granting en- 
larged rights to American fishermen in 
Canadian waters of the North Atlantic 
if iu return Canadian fish are admitted 
free of duty to American markets. It is 
expected that this will open up a wide 
range of discussion and nu immediate 
adjustment is not looked for. 

Concerning reciprocity it has developed 
that while some progress is being made 
iu considering certain articles which will 
be the basis of reciprocity, yet the Am- 
erican commissioners are likely to insist 
as a preliminary to any reciprocity law 
that Canada shall wipe out that feature 
of her tariff law which gives Great Bri- 
tain a preference of 25 per cent, on 
all tariff duties. If this important con- 
cesion is made by Canada and conceded 
by Lord Herschell, who is looking after 
the interests of Great Britain, then it 
is said it reciprocity list probably will 
be agreed upon. Without the abolition 
of preferential rales to Great Britaih, 
the opinion is very posil ively expressed 
that a reciprocity agreement cannot be 
reached. The renson for this, it is point- 
ed out, is that the Canadian law giving 
Great Britain preference within The last: 
year has diverted trade from the United 
States and turned it into British chan- 
nels. The effect has been to reduce 
materially the sales of American cotton 
goods, hardware and other lines in Can- 
ada and to increase the sales of British 
goods. 

One of the American experts said to- 
day that the shipment of cotton cloth 
to Canada had fallen off from $1,7715,000 
in 1S97 to $783,000 in IS'JS, a loss of 
about, one million dollars, due to the fact 
that British cotton cloths received a pre- 
ference of 25 per cent, in the duties. 
The American commissioners feel that 
if they can succeed in having this Brit- 
ish preferential stopped, it will be greater 
than any reciprocity agreement. The 
debate thus far has encouraged the Am- 
erican commissioners to believe that they 
will succeed in having the preferential 
wiped out. 

The fisheries question is of long stand- 
ing, and aside from its importance to the 
commerce of the New England and Can- 
adian coast, it. is said to give the basis 
for a possible serious conflict, between 
this country and Great Britain. Weari- 
ed by the length of the controversy, Can- 
ada of late bus intimated that in case 
it remained open recourse might be 
taken to the seizure of American fish- 
ing vessels in Canadian waters. This 
doubtless would lead to serious' interna- 
tional complications. This lias been the 
view of members of the commission, and 
as a result they are exceedingly anxious 
to secure a settlement of this question. 
It is understood that there is some like- 
lihood of a commission of Amriean, Can- 
adian mid English lawyers being a]>- 
pointed to determine the meaning of the 
treaty of 1818, which governs these fish- 
ery rights. The suggestion of this inter- 
national body has come, it is understood, 
from Lord Herschell. Should snub a 
body be appointed, it would do away 
with the chance of collision occurring 
between the Canadian officials and Am- 
erican fishing vessels during the ap- 
proaching fishing season. 
FISHERIES CASE REVIEWED. 
Washington, Nov. 17.— A high Cana- 
dian official to-day stated the Canadian 
view of the fisheries question as follows: 
"The international commission will have 
a serious difficulty to settle in the North 
Atlantic fishery question, The position 
of the Canadian government is not, I 
think, yery well understood in the Unit- 
ed States. The treaty of 1818 provides, 
roughly speaking, that the United Stales 
fishermen shall not have access to the 
inhabited coasts of the Canadian sea- 
board. On these coasts American fish- 
ermen are not entitled to land, save for 
four purposes specifically named in the 
treaty — namely, for food, water, shelter 
or repairs. The object of the treaty was 
obviously to give Canadians exclusive 
ritrol of their own coasts as a base of 
operations for carrying on the fisheries. 
Such has been the Canadian interpreta- 
tion ever since the treaty was framed,

as tho true interpretation, 

"In 185-1 the United Slates purchased 
the right to land on the Canadian coasts 
for other than tho purposes named. 
American fishermen wish to buy bait in 
Canadian ports, to ship crows, to pur- 
chase supplies, including ice, and to bond 
their fish— that is, to tranship them in 
bond either by Canadian railways or to 
steamers bound for the United States, 
so that they may got rid of their cargo 
quickly, and hurry back to the hanks, 
instead of carrying it to Boston or Glou- 
cester and going back empty, which en- 
tails loss of time. The United States 
purchased these privileges in 1854 by 
abolishing the duties on Canadian fish. 
It purch'asi I thorn again by giving free 
fish in return under the Washing on 
treaty of 1871; so also in 1888 tho 
Bayard-Chamberlain project virtually 
granted free fish in exchange for these 
privileges. 

" That project was defeated in the 
United States senate, but the modus 
vivendi which formed part of it, and is 
in existence to-day, provides that Ameri- 
can fishing vessels which desire to have 
the benefit of the privileges shall pay an 
annual tonnage tax to the Dominion 
treasury. Therefore it will bo seen that 
the United States has all along accepted 
the Canadian interpretation of article! 
of the treaty of ISIS as the true inter- 
pretation. 

"This being the case, the United 
Stares is, I think, debarred from now 
claiming bonding privileges in Canadian 
ports for American fishermen as part 
and parcel of the general bonding sys- 
tem in existence between the two coun- 
tries. The fact is, as said, that under 
tho treaty of ISIS America n fishermen 
hnve no right to bind their fish in Cana- 
dian ports. If they had that right, 
the Canadian government would not 
hesitate for a moment to allow their fish 
to bo sent in bond by rail or water. Nor 
is it a good tu quoque to say thnt the 
United States permits Canadian fisher- 
men to bond Canadian fish in American 
ports. Thnt is true as a matter of fact, 
but thou there is no treaty, as in the 
other ease, specifically excluding Cana- 
dian fishermen from going into Ameri- 
can ports for that and other commercial 
purposes. 

"The present Canadian administration 
of which Sir Wilfrid Laurior is (he head 
since entering office in ISOli has not 
pressed the Canadian interpretation too 
hard. Indeed, it lias allowed American 
fishermen most all of the privileges re- 
ferred to, whenever under special cir- 
cumstances they have put in a request 
to bo permitted to enjoy them. This 
course of action is strongly disapproved, 
however, by Canadian fishermen. 

"A Canadian fisherman and an Ameri- 
can fisherman are fishing side by side 
on the banks. The American fisherman 
sells his fish free of duty, of course, in 
the United States the Canadian fisher- 
man, on the other hand, has to pay a 
duty on his fish going to the United 
States, and when, in addition, he is 
asked, in the teeth of the treaty of 1818, 
to give his rival thus favored by circum- 
stances, all 1he easements and conveni- 
ences involved in the commercial privi- 
lege); obtainable in Canadian ports, ho 
feels that, he is being asked to assist 
thai: rival in compassing his future in- 
jury. Tins, I suppose, is only natural. 
It is only natural, too, that tho Cana- 
dians should expect free fish, as in times 
past, in return for the concession of 
these easements. 

" Tho Canadian government scorns 
most anxious to have this question set- 
tled. It would infinitely prefer a friend- 
ly adjustment, commercial privileges in 
Canadian ports being exchanged for tho 
free admission of Canadian fish into 
the United States. If this is not done— 
I am not making a throat, but merely 
stating the bare truth— there is no alter- 
native before it but to enforce the treaty. 
The matter is one of no particular im- 
portance to the United States, the fish- 
ing industry of Now England being now 
relatively of no great account, and every 
friend of peace and amity between tin? 
two countries must earnestly hope Ihnt 
a way out of tho, difficulty may be 
found along the lines I have suggested."

tho end of April a good deal of develb] 
incut work was done in the mine, and of 
so fairly encouraging a nature (hat, when 
mining was resumed in August, after the 
installation of the turbine air compres- 
sor and machine drills, and the readjust- 
ment of the tramways and erection of 
necessary ore bins, etc., it was con- 
fidently believed that sufficient, ore could 
bo obtained from the upper workings to 
run the mill for the three months neces-

"At last we have apparently a ledge 
to follow, the location of which is shown 
on the plan now before you; very low 
grade, it is true, at present, assaying 
11.76 per ton, but having good walls, we 
are advised by Superintendent Rives. It 
certainly seems worth following, and 
with every appliance nt hand, it will be 
most unfortunate if some means cannot 
be found to provide the necesary funds. 
Whether, if these can be found, this 
work should bo done now withqut ex- 
traneous advice, or whether, as a first 
step, the opinion of a reliable first-class 
export should bo taken on tho property, 
is for you to decide. The question is en- 
tirely one of funds.

THE PLAINS OF ABRAHAM. 

Historic Battlefield May Be Bought for 
Building Sites Unless Public 
Action Is Taken. 

Montreal, Nov. 17.— (Special)— An in- 
teresting development of the last few 
days is the fat! that the famous l'Jains 
of Abraham are only on lease by the 
Dominion government. The lease will 
soon expire, and the sisters of the Hotel 
Dieu, of Quebec, who are the owners, 
contemplate dividing the property into 
building lots and disposing of it. At 
the monthly meeting of the Numismatic 
and Antiquarian Society, a letter wits 
read from Sir James H. Leinoliie, ask- 
ing co-operation in petitioning the fed- 
eral government to take steps to pre- 
serve this historical battlefield. The 
lease was for 1)0 years, at about ijiliOl) 
annual rental, and it has only three or 
four years to run. Some innrtello tower 
fields have already passed back to the 
nuns and been converted into building 
lots. 



BRITISH CHINESE BATTALION. 

To Serve. Under White Officials at Wei- 
heiwei— German Flagship Ashore 
—Japanese Manoeuvres. 

London, Nov. IS. — The Marquis of 
Lunsduwno, secretary of state for war, 
has issued the necessary orders for the 
enrolment of a battalion of 3,000 Chi- 
nese to serve under British officers at 
Weihniwei, tho recently acquired British 
naval station. 

Shanghai, Nov. 17.— The rebels have 
attacked and looted the town of Kwoi 
Fu, in the upper Yang Tse Kinng valley, 
and have burned the Catholic mission 
there. No further details are obtainable 
at present. 

The German armored cruiser Kaiser, 
flagship of the squadron under command 
Of Prince Henry of Prusisa in Chinese 
waters, is ashore in Sam Sab bay. The 
other vessels of the squadron are assist- 
ing to get her off. It is believed that the 
Kaiser has not suffered serious injury. 

Yokohama, Nov. 17. — Extensive mili- 
tary manoeuvres are in progress near 
Kobe. The evolutions are being con- 
ducted in (he presence of the Emperor 
and a number of foreign military at- 
taches upon whom the Emperor has con- 
ferred honors.

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Inspector Moodie Returns After 
His Long Trip Through 
Northern Wilds. 



He Tells of the liiches of Nqrthern 
British Columbia nnd His 
Experiences. 



Inspector SlOfbdlo, of tlio Northwest 
Mounted Police, who was sent out by the 
Dominion government to iind a route from 
Kdiuouton to Pelly banks at the time that 
almost every city, town and hamlet from 
Winnipeg to Victoria was being .put for- 
ward as the best starting polrt for the 
horde of miners who were crowding to the 
Vukou gold Holds, reached Victoria last 
evening on the steamer Dlrigo, thus scor- 
ing one more point for this city In the 
race for the control of tho Northern out- 
lining bUBlness. For men going right 
through to tho Yukon country, said Inspec- 
tor Moodlo last evening, the Edmonton 
route' Is not to be compared with the const 
route, but It would open np 11 country 
which Is richer even than the Yukon valley. 
Kvery creek in Northern British Columbia 
contains gold, and although (lie Inspector 
makes no pretensions of being a mining 
expert, he saw enough to eonvlce him 
that the country is rich beyond compare, 
and mining men whom he met en route 
told him that the prospects lor quart/, 
mining were excellent. 

But the country Is not an en y one to 
travel through, or at least it was nor 
when tho Inspector and his little party or 
live men crossed It In advance of the min- 
ers who followed them, cutting trails 
through solid bush, climbing mountains and 
fording swift-running rivers. The won- 
der is that they came through so well, for 
not a mishap occurred, nor did any of 
them sutler from illness. The party had 
to travel almost entirely by compass, as 
tlio Indians are utterly unreliable, and when 
a guide Is obtained lie knows very little 
of the country beyond the aarrow hunting 
grounds of his tribe. 

It was on September 12, 1S!)7, that Inspec- 
tor Moodlo started from Edmonton, going 
in by the way of Athabasca Landing, Me- 
Leod and Sturgeon lake to Dunvagen on 
tlie Peace river. Here they found that 
they could not get through the mountains 
with horses, and consequently went buck 
for dog teams. These arriving they push- 
ed on to at. John, where a month was 
spent making snow shoes and sleighs and 
waiting for a guide. A start was made 
with the sleighs on December 4, the horses 
being hitched to them for the lirst part 
of the journey, und the dugs being allowed 
to rim to save them for the harder part 
of the journey to follow. Reaching the 
summit of the Rockies most of the horses 
were killed and the meat dried for dog 
food. 

To make matters worse, at this stage the 
Indian guide deserted the pnrty and they 
were left to find their way to Fort Graham 
on the Flndley river. As It turned out, 
however, It was just as well that the In- 
dian did leave them, for they found a new 
anil good puss from the Fence to the 
F'hdlcy river, arriving nt Fort Griiham on 
January IS. They hud cached their pro- 
visions fifteen days' travel from the fort, 
and when they arrived there their stock 
of eatables was a very scant one, and the 
host of it, the bacon, they had to feed to 
the dogs. Their arrival at Fort Graham 
did not improve their condition us far as 
the food supply was concerned, the only 
article of food lo be had there being Hour. 

The Indians were themselves in a half- 
Stlirvlug condition, and could not go out 
bunting; the members of tho party could 
And little or ao game, nnd the snow being 
soft and deep, It was Impossible to go 
back to get the provisions cached. They 
remained at Fort Graham until March l, 
keeping themselves and the dogs alive on 
the scant supply of Hour and fish that they 
caught through the ice. A crust having 
by this time formed on the snow sonic 
members of the pnrty went back and se- 
cured the provisions from the cache, and 
tho Indians were able to get out nnd secure 
some moose. 

N'ow well provident they went down the 
Pludjey river nnd up ffiS gpgsnlp river to 
McLcod hike to obtain a new pack train. 
Then they nnd it 00-milo trip lo Stewart 
lake for a fresh supply of provisions,, hut 
being unable to secure I hem 
go down to Quesnelle. They got hack to 
Stewart hike on May 1-1, hut had to wait 
until the end of the month for the grass 
to grow along the route they proposed to. 
follow back to Fort Graham, via Manson 
creek. A trail had to he eat through thick 
bush from Manson creek to Fdrt Graham 
to allow the pack train to puss. The fort 
was finally reached ufter considerable hard 
work and rough travelling, and was left 
again on July 18, the party "following up 
the cast side of the Pindley river and hav- 
ing to twice cross that turbulent stream. 
From the Find ley river they went through 
the Divide to tho Black river, which they 
followed down to near Sylvester's outposts. 
From here they proceeded to Sylvester's 
Landing, on Dense river, and nfler resting 
the horses proceeded to I. lard post. This 
iutter place they left on September 1, 
close on u year from the time they had 
started on their long journey, proceeding 
by the way of Frances hike to Felly bunks, 
which they reached on October 4. 

Here their journey waB ended, as far as 
the government was concerned, the com- 
mission being to Hud a route from Edmon- 
ton to Pelly hanks, but they still bud some 
distance to go before reaching home, and 
It looked as though they might hnve to 
spend another winter away from civiliza- 
tion. Ice was already running in tho river, 
so they did not lose any time In launching 
a little canvas canoe which they had pur- 
chased at Frances lake and carried to the 
Felly river. They started down the river 
on Thursday morning, October 4, and It 
look them until Friday night to make IIoo! 
canyon, a distance of -i.'l miles. Three men 
who Intended to winter on tho Pelly were 
found here and from them Inspector Moodlo 
bought u Feterboro canoe, with the aid of 
which they succeeded in making their way 
1o within thirty miles of the mouth of 
the river, where tbeye was an eight-mile 
ice jam; Being unable to pack the canoes 
over It, they ami everything with the ex- 
ception of what was actually needed for the 
balance of the trip, were left behind and 
tlie pitrly walked to Fort Selkirk, arriving 
there on October 13. Two days later the 
Ore, the hfst boat to Come up from Dawson, 
arrived and on her Inspector iloodie und 
three of his men look their first com- 
fortable ride for over a year, the other two 
going lo Dawson to winter. 

Inspector Moodlo savs the (llslimce from 
Tdjnonton to Port Selkirk Isjusr 2,oo<) miles. 
They hud many thrilling and exciting ex- 
periences, anil uucb hand work, hut being 
picked men do not look much the worst 
lor it.

A WARM RECEPTION. 

Passenger by the Dlrigo Is Charged 
With Theft— Stormy Passage 
Reported. 

Some little excitement was furnished 
on Hie Wharf last evening just ns the 
Dirigo was pulling out for the Sound. 
Tin; steamer had been in from the North 
over tin hour and the miners were re- 
turning from having quenched their 
thirst: up town when strong hands were 
laid on one I,e Bordenu, a French-Can- 
adian, as lie was ascending the gang 
plank and hauled him back again. 

"You can't go aboard until you settle 
With me for those tools you stole," ex- 
plained Frank Roy, a local contractor, 
and warm words followed. Two police- 
men witnessed, the affair but no arrest 
was made, as a warrant could not be 
made out in the short time at the dis- 
posal of the Victorians. 

Tlie passengers leaned over tlio railing 
of tlie ship nnd clamored for Lie Bordedu 
to come nboard ; it soon nppenred that 
they wero the ruling power. Le I!or- 
dcitu pretended that he was going to tight 
the ease out until seeing las opportunity 
sprang' aboard and was safe. 

Mr. Roy claimed thnt the Frenchman 
stole $700 worth of tools from him about 
ii year ago and then cleared out for Alas- 
ka and sold them. ITe knows where Lo 
Bordeau lives and nays he will yet have 
him arrested. 

Tlie Dirigo had 11 very stormy passage 
down from Lynn canal, which point she 
left last Saturday. She brought 74 pas- 
sengers Tor thfl Sound, eighteen of whom 
she landed here,

Ship after ship has gone through the 
renovation and altera I ton process, so 
that when spring comes the company 
will be in a good way to handle all the 
business that is likely to offer.* AVitli 
this Meet and other vessels in port, Vic- 
toria easily takes the foremost position 
for northern ships. It is a noteworthy 
fact that of the many steamers which 
ran north from this port last year, not 
one came to grief except tlie BoHCOwiu, 
and she at the time was in tlie northern 
British Columbia trade. This is a recoid 
that should attract much of tlie passen- 
ger trade to this city, and for which the 
vigilant Canadian steamboat inspectors 
have reason to feel proud. In a word, 
Victoria steamers have been fortunate, 
whereas other Beets have been very un- 
fortunate — something that has to be con- 
sidered in maritime life. Of tlie Puget 
Sound licet the only steamer, so far as 
known, that is about to be made ready 
for tlie spring's rush is the Dirigo, now 
due from tlie North. Tlio steamer Pro- 
tection will replace the Dirigo while she 
is laid .up, and I he AV. & A. steamship 
schedule will be maintained as though 
the latter had not been withdrawn, The 
improvements to the Dirigo include the 
addition of a saloon, a smoking room 
promenade about the upper deck, and 
several staterooms. 

After beating around the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts for two years more than 
half a century, the American bark Co- 
lumbia has gone to her doom on the 
"Pointers," a few miles north nf Port 
Simpson, on Wales island, at the mouth 
of the Portland canal. The accident 
happened the afternoon of Friday, No- 
vember -1. The Wnllowa arrived in Se- 
attle on Wednesday after an eventful 
voyage from Skugway, having in low 
the barge Ajax, tlie tug Astoria, which 
went ashore at Skagway some time ago, 
and the launch Klondike. The Wallowa 
went ashore on Mary's island several 
days ago, while trying to save tlie Co- 
lumbia from an earlier accident, lint got 
off all right and was proceeding home. 
While crossing Dixon entrance at 2:;>0 
o'clock tlie afternoon of November 4 the 
line connecting the scow and the bark 
parted, and to save the scow the Wallo- 
wa dropped tlie hawser to the Columbia. 
The bark was lost in a snow squall, and 
despite all efTorls to Iind her the Wallo- 
wa was forced to put in to Port Simpson 
without the bark. The tug left Port 
Simpson the next morning and searched 
two days before the derelict was found. 
Tlie hark was lying on Wales island, 
inside the Boston rocks. The crew were 
found twenty miles up the Portland can- 
al in I he small boat they left their ship 
in. When dropped by the Wallowa the 
Columbia, which was carrying sail to 
assist the towbont, steered for Port 
Simpson, but a heavy wind headed her 
off nnd she drifted helplessly on the 
two rocks, striking uft anil knocking her 
stern jwst and rudder out. A heavy sea 
was running, and, seeing there was no 
hope of saving their ship, tlie seven men 
in the crow took to the skiff, two being 
occupied in bailing and one rowing. 
When picked up the men were almost 
exhausted. They wero taken back to the 
wreck by tlie Wallowa, where they got 
their personal effects and instruments. 
Three men from Port Simpson were left 
in charge of the bark, which was being 
rapidly pounded to pieces, dipt. J. IT. 
Clifford, of the Columbia, came down 
on the Wallowa. 

The Columbia was built in New York 
in 1840, and after being engaged in the 
Atlantic trade was brought around the 
Horn and put into the lumber business 
for the Port Blakelcy Mill Company, 
which then owned her. This line she 
followed for several years. She was 
bought by the Pacific Clipper line a year 
ago to be used In the Alaskan trade, and 
when tlie disaster occurred was being 
towed down from Skagway, where she 
was taken with a load of railroad ma- 
terial a couple of months ago. Her ton- 
nage was 083.64 gross and 900.:'.:} net. 
She was 1(19.5 feet long, M7 feet beam 
and 21.4 feet depth of hold. Her insur- 
ance was small. She was valued nl 
about $10,000. 

THE KINGSTON'S MACHINERY. 

Master Mechanic If. H. Warner, of 
the Northern Pacific shops at South Ti- 
comfi, says the Taconui Ledger, has been 
figuring on the service the boilers being 
token from the steamer Sily of Kingston, 
of the Taeoma-Victorla route, have giv- 
en. He snys they have driven the ship 
in round numbers a million miles, one 
half of which were measured in tlie wat- 
ers of Puget Sound and the other half 
in the waters of the Hudson river. This 
means nearly forty-two trips around the 
earth .it its greatest circumference. The 
boilers which have pushed the ship over 
this great distance are of the Scotch 
marine type. There are two of them, 
each twelve feet long and twelve feet 
in diameter, weighing thirty-two tons, 
and carrying 90 pounds of Btcam, Not- 
withstanding the long service they have 
given, ii; is thought by mechanical men 
they will yet be of service in some minor 
role, such as Tunning a sawmill. The 
new boilers to he placed in the Kingston 
will be eleven feet in diameter, eleven 
feet long and curry 160 pounds of steam 
each. There will bo three of them. The 
Kingston came to the Sound in 1890. 
She steamed around Cape Horn, Since 
arrival she has been almost constantly 
running from Tncomn to Victoria and 
return, nnd so regularly has she travers- 
ed the route day in and day out through 
winter and summer, she has been dubbed 
by some the "Puget Sound Ferryboat." 
The ship lias an iron bull and is driven 
by n propeller. She will lie given a new 
propeller before coming out again. 
THAT "UNKNOAVN SCHOONER. 

Tug Pilot returned from Clieiiiainiis 
yesterday where she laid taken the Am- 
erican bark Helen Denny. When down 
Ihe Straits on Monday her master, Cap- 
tain Butler, saw what he took to he the 
schooner Pioneer. The Dominion steamer 
Quadra which is just buck from visiting 
tlie coast lights, however, saw nothing of 
the missing schooner, und had she been 
tlie Pioneer it is possible that an east- 
erly gale lias carried her out to sen 
again. The vessel is no doubt the one 
reported bj the Hesnuoit Indiana last 
week as beating down the const,

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THE ATLIN COUNTRY. 

It is time that the provincial govern- 
ment made some statement <>f its inten- 
tions in regard to the Atlin country, Is 
it intended to locate a townsite and 
place the lots on the market, and if so 
when will this be done? We do not sug- 
gest Unit the townsite should be an- 
nounced until after a surveyor has gone 
mi the ground and fixed upon it because 
it would lie easy to make a mistake in 
the matter of location. Hut at the 
earliest possible day the government 
ought to make known where a town will 
be located and put a price upon the lots. 

It is also desirable that something 
should be determined at once in regard 
to a highway road from the While Pass. 
Our information is that the Skagway 
railway company, to use its colloquial 
name, has sent: surveyors in to open n 
trail from the Summit lo the Tutshi, on 
which a road can easily bp maintained 
during the winter. It: is also probable 
that, tin- railway company will before 
next winter have their line extended to 
Bennett, so that there will be a rail and 
water connection with the Atlin region. 
According to the map issued by the De- 
partment of the Interior, the distance 
from (he Summit to the point where 
the Atlin river enters Taku Ann would 
be not less than SO, and may be as much 
as 90, miles by the Lake Bennett route. 
The shortest possible route from the 
Summit to Atlin would be by a direct 
northeasterly course, if one is obtaina- 
ble, to the southern end of Taku Arm. 
the distance being, by the map above 
referred to*, .'!.'{ miles, and thence along 
the Arm about miles lo the mouth of 
the Atlin. The next shortest route 
would be by an almost easterly line to 
the south end of AtJin Lake, 42 miles, 
and thence up the lake, about (! miles, 
to the mouth of Pine Creek. In view of 
the location of the gold fields, there is 
probably little to choose between these 
routes in point of distance; but it is 
of course possible that neither of them 
is available on account of the character 
of the country. We suggest, that the 
matter is worth looking into for if the 
Atlin waters can he connected with the 
railway at the. Summit by a wagon road 
less than ">!) miles long, it might be 
found worth while to construct: one. 

The distances by the Tutshi route, ac- 
cording to the map, are as follows: 
From the Summit to Tutshi Lake, 120 
miles; down Tutshi Lake.tS miles: 
down the Tutshi river miles to Taku 
Arm; down Taku Arm to the mouth of 
Atlin river. 18 miles; total 02 miles, 
which would he during winter an ice 
road for nearly the whole distance. This 
would appear to be the best possible 
winter route. Wo speak now wholly 
from the ma)). Once get a good road 
broken and in fine weather a loaded 
team would make the journey in two 
days without tin" least difficulty, anil 
possibly less. 

One reason for urging the government 
not to delay taking whatever steps may 
be necessary in this matter is that, it is 
desirable to have matters in shape so 
that our own people can take advan- 
tage of the opportunities that will oflVv 
in Atlin, before foreigners begin lo 
swarm in. If the determination of the 
townsite is put off until after the rush 
has begun, there will be a great deal 
of confusion. Wo are not disposed to 
he unreasonable in demands upon the 
government, or to unduly blame them 
for delay; but we submit that it would 
ho very bad policy to procrastinate in 
this matter. 



THE UNITED STATICS 

COLONIAL POLICY. 

President McKinley is said to have 
decided upon the genaru! outlines of his 
policy in regard to Porto 'Rico and the 
Philippines. They are not to become a 
part of the United States, but will be 
treated as "military colonies.' - This 
is explained lo mean that the admin- 
istration of affairs will be left in the 
hands of military officers, and the isl- 
ands will not have representation in con- 
gress. It also is explained to mean that 
the islands' will have their own tariffs, 
applicable to goods from the United 
Stales as well as from other countries, 
and that the United Slates will collect 
duties on all goods imported from the 
islands. The President is reported to 
be of the opinion that it is too early to 
think of settling upon any permanent 
line of policy regarding these new pos- 
sessions, because no one understands 
the situation well enough. He is dis- 
posed to permit experience to solve" the 
problem. 

This seems to be a very wise conclu- 
sion. The plan proposed is in some re- 
sects based upon the British idea of u 
crown colony, and seems to be about as 
sensible an expedient as could very well 
be devised. It is not likely that Porto 
"Rico will present any very serious diffi- 
culties, for in the course of a few years 
there will be a large influx of Ameri- 
cans, who will establish a local govern- 
ment of a satisfactory kind. The mat- 
ter of the tariff, as applicable to that 
island, can very well he left open until 
then. As to the Philippines, everyone 
must realize that these islands present 
questions of the gravest 1 possible nature. 
The natives are not likely to submit to 
foreign rule under the Stars and Stripes 
nnv more than they were under the flag 



of Spain, and the ability of the Ameri- 
can people to deal with a semi-civil- 
ized race will he severely tested. There 
are no trained men available, for the ex- 
perience of those officials who have had 
to deal with the Indians, will be of no 
value at all. A strong government, 
which will administer the laws in n 
manner that will command respect us 
well as obedience, would find no greater 
difficulty in the Philippines than Brit- 
ish administrators have found in scores 
of places. The disadvantage under 
which the Americans labor is that their 
system of government leads them to pur- 
sue temporary rather than permanent 
success. As long as he is carrying on 
the affairs of his district satisfactorily, 
a British colonial officer, of the class 
corresponding to those who must, ad- 
minister the Prilippines. knows that his 
position is secure and that his plans will 
not be interfered with. He feels no in- 
centive to make a good showing within 
a certain length of time in order to help 
his party out at an election. Hence lie 
can take his time, and a good deal of 
time is necessary to convince seini-civ- 
illzed peoples that they can trust them- 
selves to Anglo-Saxon justice with per- 
fect safety- When once they learn the 
lesson, they do not forget it. If Pres- 
ident McKinley is able to inaugurate a 
government for the new possession of 
the United States that will have the 
element of permanency as to its person- 
nel, he will more than half solve the 
problem with which the country is con- 
fronted. 



CRIME IN CANADA. 

In the year ending September 30th, 
1S07. the statistics of which have just 
been published, there were 5,721 offences 
committed in Canada, the greatest num- 
ber reported in any single year. Ontario 
leads the list with 2,855 cases, Quebec is 
next with 1,737, and the other provinces 
rank as follows: British Columbia 322, 
Nova Scotia 255, Manitoba 322. North- 
west Territories 170. New Brunswick 95 
and Prince Edwards Island 42. There 
were four convictions for murder, one of 
them being in Quebec, one in Now 
Brunswick and two in OntaTio. The 
number of convictions for indictable of- 
fences was at the rate of 11.06 for each 
10,000 inhabitants. Summary convic- 
tions numbered 32,257. By far _ the 
greater number of the crimes committed 
were larcenies of one kind or another, 
the total reaching 3,588. Of the con- 
victed persons (i!) per cent, were native 
Canadians, 15 per cent were unable to 
read or write, 30 per cent wore immod- 
erate drinkers, and 71 per cent lived in 
cities. Farmers contributed 4 per cent 
of the criminals, the commercial classes 
10 per cent, the domestic class 3 per 
cent, the artiza.ll class 13 per cent, the 
professional class 1 per cent and the 
laborers 43 per cent. The returns show 
that the distribution of crime is fairly 
uniform throughout the Dominion, and 
that as between the religions there is 
not very much difference proportionately 
to the numerical strength of the denom- 
inations.

LUOHENI, THE ASSASSIN. 

Lucheni, the assassin of the Empress 
of Austria, never knew his parents. In- 
vestigation traces him back to a charity 
school in Parma, but how he came tuer 
no one seems to know. His existence is 
doubtless due to vice. At ten years of 
age he was east out into the street 
gain a living as best as he could, a little 
human animal with nothing to restrain 
him from evil. Ho can hardly be said 
to have known the difference from right 
and wrong. We can nil condemn him. 
but let any boy of the age of ten be cast 
adrift in a great city utterly friendless, 
and what: could be expected of him? 
The first desire he would have have 
Would be for food, and this he could 
only get by stealing or begging. Society 
made Lucheni a criminal by necessity 
Later he drifted into the Italian army, 
but. the influence of discipline could not 
avail against the lessons of his boyhood, 
for although he became a valet, to the 
Prince of Aragon. he left that servie 
after n brief period, because, to use hi 
own words, "the principles of anarchy 
prevented him from remaining in servi- 
tude." That he must have been a man 
of considerable natural talent is evident 
from the fact that, he was able to rise 
from the position of a friendless street 
waif to one of trust. He had no inten- 
tion of killing the Empress until immedi- 
ately before the commission of the crime. 
"If I had had 50 francs," he said, "1 
would have gone to Rome and killed 
King Humbert." He went In Geneva to 
kill the Due (TOileans. The passion for 
killing was upon him. The enmity to 
those in affluence and power, engendered 
during his boyhood as a street vagrant, 
was the sole impulse of his life. There 
is something terrible in the thought of a 
man of brain, strength of will anil utter 
recklessness as far as his own life is 
concerned, seeking to slay those who by 
the accident of birth are at the summit 
of the social scale. The tiger, which 
prowls around the villages of India, 
waiting for a chance to snatch a victim, 
is no more ferocious or brutal than Me. 
This type of man is the direct outcome 
of unjust: social conditions. A Lucheni 
would not be possible in Canada. 

The Vancouver World wants the Col- 
onist to help it bring about the construc- 
tion of a railway from that city to the 
Yukon. For (he present we shall have 
to decline, because wo do not think it de- 
sirable to do anything that will militate 
against the immediate construction of a 
line from Teslln to some point on the 
British Columbian coast. This will serve 
all present purposes and help Vancouver 
as much as Victoria. 



The Kootenay Mail continues to mis- 
represent what the Colonist said in re- 
gard to the representation of Kootenay 
in the House of Commons. But. this 
sort of treatment is so old n story that 
it may be dismissed with this mention. 



We notice that some contemporaries 
are discussing the right of a judge to 
sot nside a verdict, and they claim it is 
an interference with the right of trial 
by jury. The Colonist is not sufflcient- 
Iy familiar with the case referred to to 
feel able to take a part in the discussion, 
and carelessness on the part of news- 
papers in respect to legal terms makes 
it risky to accept the average summary 
of a case as accurate. There has been 
a disposition of recent years to deprive 
juries of the rights which they were 
supposed to possess. Frequently long 
lists of questions are submitted to them, 
and the judge directs how the verdict 
shall be entered after these questions 
have been answered. There is much to 
commend this, although one of the ablest 
lawyers Canada ever produced used to 
insist that n jury could absolutely ignore 
any questions submitted by the judge, 
and find a verdict in general terms. He 
used to contend that a jury is sworn to 
find a verdict according to the evidence, 
and hence could refuse properly to ac- 
cept what the judge thought should be 
the verdict. Trial by jury is undoubted- 
ly going through an evolutionary pro- 
cess at the present time. 



1 We must ask correspondents, who 
favor us with letters in regard to the 
Improvement of Victoria, to be very 
careful in their statements. For exam- 
ple, a correspondent wrote yesterday 
about brewers, who get their labels 
printed elsewhere than in this city. The 
Colonist knew quite well that this was 
not true of the Victoria Brewery, but 
supposed there must be some foundation 
for the statement, or fts well-informed 
correspondent would not have made it. 
Mr, Fairall writes to say that he also 
gets his labels printed in Victoria. It 
is impossible for the Colonist to verify 
every statement of fact made by a cor- 
respondent, and we are likely to be put 
to a great deal of needless trouble by 
publishing in good faith what is sent: in 
also in good faith. A little more care 
on the part of correspondents would pre- 
vent this. 



The Vancouver World thinks that Mr. 
Cotton's visits to the Terminal City 
will be few and far between hereafter, 
because he finds so many kickers among 
his friends. It will only be a few 
months now when Mr. Cotton will have 
all his time to devote to his Vancouver 
interests: and if in the meanwhile he 
prefers to bask in the delightful atmos- 
phere of Victoria, we are sure the 
people of this city will only commend 
his good taste. Mr. Cotton has a very 
comfortable room across .Tames Bay, 
and if he prefers to stay there instead 
of going over to Vancouver to be kicked, 
if only figuratively, by his friends, he 
can hardly be blamed. 

Mr. Haul tain's friends are making a 
mistake to boom him for a future leader 
of the Conservative party. Leaders arc 
chosen by a species of natural selec- 
tion and not by a booming process 
Hugh John Macdonald's chances were 
materially injured by the over-zeal of 
his friends. People naturally resent 
being told that any one is going to be 
their leader. 



The Columbian thinks the coming ses- 
sion of the legislature will be shorter 
than any of those recently held. The 
prospect is that it will be so short that 
its epitaph may be similar to that on a 
child's gravestone in a certain church- 
yard: 

"If so soon I was to he done for. 
What on earth was I begun for?" 



The decree removing the ban from 
Roman Catholics, who are Free Masons 
and yet have not been openly hostile to 
'In' church, is additional evidence that the 
present occupant of the papal chair is a 
man of , enlightened ami progressive 
ideas. He is indeed one of the greatest 
statesmen of this or any age. 



The presentment made by the Grand 
Jury in regard to Indian witnesses calls 
for some attention. Possibly there is 
no other way to deal with them except 
to keep them under guard: but: as they 
are not in any sense of the word erirnin 
als, they ought not. to be treated as if 
they were.

It will cost 
little more to live in Atlin next summer 
than in Victoria. 

The Vancouver World says that Mr. 
Cotton has his eye on the agency-gen- 
era,! for British Columbia in London, 
and that the present incumbent of (he 
position is only keeping it warm for 
that gentleman. There would be noth- 
ing surprising in such an arrangement.

BRITISH SUBJECTS FIRST. 
Two entirely different courses are 
pursued in Canada and the United 
States as to who should be permitted to 
enrich themselves at the expense of the 
milling resources. The policy of the 
former is certainly one of the "open 
door" sort, while that of the latter is n 
barricade over whose portal is emblaz- 
oned. " None hut Americans need ap- 
ply." Our politicians have been ap- 
plauding each other on the broadness of 
Statesmanship as shown in their mining 
policy towards aliens, and they have 
been patted on the back by American 
citizens for their liberality in this direc- 
tion, while the latter have been on this 
side of the line in quest of gold, and 
then betake themselves home with well- 
filled coffers, doubtless laughing in their 
sleeves at the Canadians for being such 
simpletons. There is an old saying, 
give some men an inch and they will 
soon want nn ell, and we certainly have 
had this exemplified in regard to the de- 
mands made by aliens in the Yukon. 
Our government, after placing no re- 
strictions as to citizenship, is denounced 
by aliens, the majority of whom are 
Americans, for imposing a royalty on 
Canada's natural resources. This coun- 
try is actually being dictated to by out- 
siders ns to what it should do with its 
own, and if the government does not 
make some restrictions in future as to 
citizenship, we shall have in the future, 
as in the past, the spectacle of aliens, 
outfitting in their own country, trans- 
porting themselves north by their own 
companies, paying a small custom fee 
on entering Canadian territory, march- 
ing 'up some of the richest Yukon or 
Atlin gulches, and staking claims for a 
small pittance, developing these and 
sacking their gold, misrepresenting their 
amounts so us to avoid paying royalty, 
and then packing their trails for home, 
tljere to spend their earnings obtained 
from Canada's till and from which she 
derives little or no benefit. This pic- 
ture is not overdrawn, and if the 
federal government cannot see its way 
clear to act in this mutter in regard to 
the Yukon, the legislature of this prov- 
ince should set the example by making 
it necessary that a man should be a 
British subject before he can hold a 
placer mine within our borders. There 
are without: doubt rich gold fields in the 
Atlin district, and next year will wit- 
ness a great rush to that country. As 
in the past, the majority will be aliens, 
who will go in, squeeze this orange ami 
then throw the rind ut us when they are 
leaving the country. These placer mines 
cannot last beyond a definite period, and 
once gone they are gone forever. Let 
us, therefore, reserve them for those 
who, after they have exploited them, 
will remnin with as or in some other 
part of the Empire and aid in its de- 
velopment. This may seem selfish, but 
it is only what the great: nation to the 
south is doing. None but an American 
can hold any kind of a mine there un- 
less he swears allegiance to the country 
first. If we but follow the same policy 
in order to protect our interests, out- 
siders cannot with any well-founded 
reason object. This policy of allowing 
every Tom, Dick and Harry to come 
here and avail themselves of our wealth 
and then leave the country to spend it 
elsewhere is poor policy. Statesman- 
ship which permits this is blind to the 
best interests of the country.— Vancou- 
ver World. 

JOSEPH'S TEMERITY. 
Mr. Joseph Martin probably knows his 
own business best; but an outsider 
would surmise that his action in coming 
to Manitoba for a deputy attorney-gen- 
eral is likely to cause him considerable 
trouble in his newly adopted province.

One would infer that 
Grit, lawyers in British Columbia must 
be remarkably rare. It. is only the other 
day that they were so hard up at the 
Coast for a Grit lawyer to take a judge- 
ship that they actually appointed Mr.

Still at It.— The trouble between Dr.

A squad 
of colored soldiers drilled on the stage, 
pausing at intervals, while pictures de- 
picting scenes of the Spanish war were 
Shown. The idea was cleverly worked 
out. Between the second and third acts 
a cake-walk took place which pleased 
those present. Between the third and 
fourth acts an 'animated song sheet' 
was introduced and well received. The 
company is probably the best ' Uncle 
Tom's Cabin ' company that has ap- 
peared in Spokane. Yesterday's street 
parade attracted considerable attention.

Victoria Theatre.— San Francisco js 
undoubtedly the most critical city in 
America, not excepting even New lork 
or Boston or Chicago when it comes to 
the consideration of dramatic entertain- 
ment. This fact is generally aekuowled- 
ed by critics everywhere. There must 
be some reason for this. Most likely the 
comparative isolation of the city ac- 
counts for it in a large degree. In the 
early days before the railroads made the 
Pacific Coast accessible to the people of 
the East, the city was made compulsive- 
ly self-entertaining. Indeed it was for 
many years that the theatre gave to the 
city very nearly its only form of enter- 
tainment. At that time cable cars which 
take people over the hills of the city 
wen' not known, driveways through th" 
park and the Cliff House did not exist, 
and so the inhabitants were confined 
very closely to the city proper, and the 
theatres supplied the only popular form 
of diversion in which the ladies could 
participate. It was this fact, perhaps, 
which made the public of San Francisco 
a student of the drama. It is known 
among playe r folk that the San Fran- 
cisco public is the most difficult to please 
in America. Bearing in mind these facts 
the coining visit of the Frawley company 
to the Victoria theatre on Tuesday ev- 
ening next is a matter of mote than 
usual interest, for it has in the past four 
years firmly established itself, not only 
in San Francisco, but. elsewhere on the 
Coast as the standard high class dra- 
matic organization of the Pacific Slope. 
It occupies the same position in that ter- 
ritory that the Daly and Frohman home 
companies do in New York. Indeed it 
presents only plays that have been great 
successes with those companies. The 
mere fact that Mr. Daly and Messrs. 
Frohman entrust their plays to Mr. 
Frawlev's presentation is sufficient evi- 
dence that they are well done, for these 
gentlemen would not. risk their reputa- 
tion in the hands of an incompetent 
mannger and producer. It may be stat- 
ed briefly that the organization in its 
members is much stronger than it has 
every been before, and that everything 
necessary to an exact duplication of the 
productions by this company at San 
Francisco is carried by it. The sale of 
seats opens at the Victoria Book and 
Stationery Store on Monday morning.

Indian Koslionicham Put on Trial 
for the Murder of ]Ua Com- 
panion Saclidt. 



Grand Jury in Their Presentment 
Strongly Advocato Much Needed 
Reformatory Improvements. 



The Indian murder case opened in the 
assize court yesterday but progress wits 
naturally slow as the majority of the 
witnesses were Indians, and their evi- 
dence had to be obtained through au in- 
terpreter. The circumstances are too 
fresh iu the public ruiud for their re- 
cital to be necessary. Koslionicham, the 
prisoner, is accused of murdering a com- 
panion named Sachet, by drowning him 
in a tight a little inside of Maeaulay 
point. The two men hud come to town 
in a canoe for whiskey, uud returning 
to their camp they got into a fight and 
falling into the water KoshonichoJii was 
seen by an Indian woman named Mary 
to hold Sachet's heud under water till 
the unfortunate was drowned. Mr. A. 
L. Belyea prosecuted for the crown, and 
Mr. H. Dallas Helmcken appeared for 
the defence. 

During the afternoon the jury were 
taken out to the scene of the killing, in 
steam launches so that they might get 
a better idea of the surroundings than 
they otherwise could have. 

Joe, one of the Indian witnesses, illus- 
trated his evidence so realistically by 
pantomime that it hardly needed his 
words sometimes to make clear Ins 
meaning. F-or instance in describing 
himself and several others running to the 
scene he moved his left hand rapidly for- 
ward with fingers extended and rapidly 
worked one of his right hand lingers un- 
derneath, giving the idea of five people 
moving with all celerity. 

The murder trial was adjourned yes- 
terday evening, and goes on this morn- 
ing at 1U o'clock. 

The grand jury in the forenoon hand- 
ed in their presentment which dealt prin- 
cipally with the necessity of improving 
the reformatory and of providing an act 
for compelling bridge inspection, and 
making annual returns to the govern- 
ment. The presentment in full was as 
follows: 1cnQ 
Victoria, Nov. 17, lo'Jb. 

^\'c, the grand jury respectfully pre- 
sent the following: 

It is advisable in the interests ot the 
public safety that the attention of the 
Dominion and Provincial governments 
be directed to the necessity of passing 
acts for the inspection annually or of ten- 
or by competent parties of all bridges 
used by the public on highways, railways 
and other means of communication and 
for an annual return to be made to the 
government (Dominion and Provincial) 
of all such inspection and of the condi- 
tion in which the bridges were found and 
for reports on the condition of the bridges 
being promptly sent to the parties res- 
ponsible for their maintenance. 

'•Further having received the report of 
our visiting committee we adopted the 
same and attach it hereto as a part of 
our presentment and urge on the govern- 
ment the advisability of making provis- 
ion for a proper reformatory with ample 
accommodation and suitable ground, re- 
moved from die vicinity of the prison, 
believing that such an institution will 
save many lads from becoming hardened 
criminals, and as many of these boys 
have become law breakers through the 
absence of proper parental control, we 
hope some means may be devised of 
making such parents contribute towards 
the maintenance of their sons while con- 
lined therein. 

"All of which is respectfully submit- 
ted. 

"On behalf of the grand jury, 

"ROBEUT S. DAY, 

"Fortman." 
The committee's report referred to in 
the above document reads: 

*i>Ve, your committee appointed to visit 
the prisons in this city, beg to report as 
follows: 

"City Lock-up and Tolice Station.- 
We visited the city lock-up and found it 
properly kept and in good order. Our 
inspection of the adjoining barracks re- 
vealed a condition of things which calls 
for some comment The walls and ceil- 
ings are smoke begrimed and dirty to a 
most unpleasant degree, and do not ap- 
pear to have been painted, whitened or 
cleaned for a very iong time. The floors 
were well scrubbed, and we do not at- 
tach any blame to tlie members of the 
force for the unsatisfactory condition of 
the building, which should be remedied 
at once", 

"Provincial Gaol.— This institution is 
in excellent condition— clean and well- 
kept. \Ve found several Indians, men 
and women, detained by the crown, being 
required as witnesses during the present 
assize. These people are practically pris- 
oners, under prison regulations and on 
prison diet. They complained bitterly of 
the unsuitable nature of their food, a 
diet to which they are not accustomed, 
and of the confinement within the walls 
and yards of the gaol. The women com- 
plained of pains in the head and the 
chest-, which they attributed to the close 
warm air of the cells, and the want of 
the outdoor life to which they nre ac- 
customed. Also that they are not. allow- 
ed to see their friends and are in ignor- 
ance of their condition. We have reason 
to believe that some considerable degree 
of suffering has resulted to these wit- 
nesses and their friends through this en- 
forced detention. We believe this treat- 
ment of Indian witnesses will in the long 
run result in defeating the ends of jus- 
tice, us parties will conceal crimes of 
which they may be cognizant sooner 
than be locked up in prison for months 
as these people have been. If it is neces- 
sary to detain them for the purposes of 
the crown, we consider they ought to get 
their customary food, lie allowed some 
of their small creature comforts and free 
nccess to fresh air (reasonable precau- 
tions being taken against escape) and 
that they should get adequate compensa- 
tion for their time. 

"The Reformatory.— This institution is 
housed in a wing of the gaol, and from 
the information we elicited as well as 
from our personal observations, we be- 
lieve it iH practically only ;i reformatory 
in name. It is really a prison with a few 
ameliorative conditions attached to the 
lot of the boys, Wo found it contained 
thirteen prisoners ranging from eight 
years upwards, many of them bright: iiv- 
lelligent lads capable of being made good 
citizens. The longest term being served 
is two years, while some are there for 
three months. The present superinten- 
dent appears to have the boys in admir- 
able control, the buildings clean and tidy, 
kept ho by the hoys who nre taught the 
rudiments of education, getting two 
hours every day for recreation, and are 
kept apart from the other prisoners, ex- 
cept, in chapel, when they sit in the front 
row, nnd "are not allowed to look be- 
hind." The accommodation for the hoys 
consist* of one small room, which is 



used as a school and playroom, aud the 
cell room proper in which they sleep in 
regular prison cells. There are three 
beds in each cell and the ventilation is 
insufficient nnd in some instances faulty. 
Meals are served on a table in the lobby 
of the cells under the stairway and so 
limited is the accommodation that the 
boys have to eat in relays, as only live 
can sit at the table at one time. There 
is one bedroom for the superintendent. 
The playroom is small and is only a 
prison ynrd, without any provision for 
outside recreation for wet weather. 
There is no provision for gardening or 
the teaching of any trades, nor is there 
any means of doing so with the present 
limited accommodation. No library is 
provided and the few books sent by kind- 
hearted people have been read again and 
again. The management is vested) in 
one man — the superintendent— who is on 
duty from 5 a.m. to p.m. every day of 
the week without intermission, nnd as 
he has to sleep in the building he i 
practically on duty fur twenty hours 
every day. From (i p.m. when the boys 
nre locked in their cells until his own 
bed time ho can go out, but until his re- 
turn the boys are only visited by one 
of the gaolers on his rounds. Consider- 
ing the risks of five, sudden illness and 
other mishaps which all are liable, w 
consider that some responsible person 
should always be iu the reformatory. 

"Generally, wc found the oilicers in the 
various institutions most courteous and 
obliging.

Mr. Justice "\Yalkein after the present- 
ment was read said it was a most prac- 
tical one and the community should he 
thankful for the careful investigations 
made by the grand jury. 
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Terrible Accident That Overcame 
a Chinese Woodchopper Work- 
ing- Near Ash croft. 



Carried by a Rolling Log- Into a 
Fire Where lie Was Burned 
to Death. 



Held in a fire by a large log that had 
rolled on him and slowly burned to death 
— such was the fate of a Chinese wood 
chopper working near Ashcroft, on Sun- 
day last Particulars of the accident 
were received here yesterday. It ap- 
pears that the unfortunate Chinaman, 
Ah Kee by name, was engaged witli his 
partner, Ah Leung, under a contract to 
cut wood for Tong Frost, several miles 
out from Ashcroft On Saturday even- 
ing last Leung went to Ashcroft to pur- 
chase provisions returning on Sunday 
evening. Kee was not in the cabin upon 
Leung's return and the latter after call- 
ing for his partner, and receiving no 
answer, made up his mind that he too 
had gone to town nnd therefore "turned 
in." 

It was not until Monday morning in 
consequence that he learned of the ter- 
rible accident that had overtaken Kee. 
Going to the tree at which they bad 
been at work on Saturday, he found the 
charred remains of his partner under an 
immense log, a section of the tree which 
they had been cutting into cordwood 
lengths, and immediately notified Mr. 
Frost, whose evidence at the coroner's in- 
quest as to the position of the body best 
explains how the accident occurred. The 
tree on which the Chinaman had been 
at work was lying on rising ground and 
he had evidently been working the saw 
from the lower ground. Before the log 
had been quite cut through the legnth 
broke off and rolled down the hill, carry- 
ing the Chinaman with it. In the hollow 
at the foot of the hill the men had been 
in the habit of lighting a small fire to 
keep their tea warm and in this the log 
held Kee while he was slowly burned to 
death. 

Although badly injured by the rolling 
log, it was not that, in the opinion of 
the jury, that caused his death, but. the 
fire. So his sufferings must have been 
terrible, for as before stated, the lire 
was but a small one and must bavt done 
its awful work slowly. Few parts of 
the body had escaped the flames, and it 
was a fearful sight according to those 
who saw it. 

The verdict of the jury empanelled by 
Coroner Williams was that "Ah Kee was 
accidentally killed by a log rolling on 
him and holding him in the fire until 
he was burned to death." 



COUNTY COURT. 

A Batch of Cases Heard Before Mr. 
Justice "Martin. 

There was a busy time in (lie County 
court yesterday, Mr. Justice Martin pre- 
siding, and adjournment not being reach- 
ed until long after six o'clock. 

Warner v. Knott was a suit brought 
for overtime and time not allowed iu 
overseeing the construction for defend- 
ant, of a steamer on Lake Bennett 
Judgment was allowed plaintiff for some 
$02 nnd costs. Mr. Frank Higgins ap- 
peared for plaintff; Mr. Prior for dc 
fendant. 

Richards v. Beaven and Yates was u 
suit brought by plaintiff, Frank G. Rich 
ards, to recover from them as trustees 
of the Green, Worlock estate a note of 
Charles Spring made in favor or plain- 
tiff for $i!G0. The note came into the 
possession of defendants when they .'if 
trustees took charge of the Green, Wor 
look estate. Plaintiff claims that it was 
placed by him with the bank for collec 
linn before the failure. 

There is a companion suit to this, 
Beaven and Yates v. Richards, in which 
the plaintiffs as trustrees are suing 
Richards in the Supreme court: for $'20, 
000. Judgment in this last suit has not 
yet been given and the trustees claim 
lien on the note till this is settled. Mr. 
Justice Martin granted an adjournment 
in the County court suit, pending- the 
conclusion of the Supreme court action. 
Mr. J. P. Walls for plaintiff; Mr. L. 1". 
Duff for defendants. 

Nicholas v. Cassiar Central Railway 
Co. was a suit brought, by plaintiff for 
!?2.'!0 which he claimed was due him for 
prospecting in the North for the company 
during the past season. Plaintiff wat 
under contract to prospect for defendants 
and claims thnt he was discharged be- 
fore the prospecting season was finished. 
Defendants claim that the contract did 
not. bind them to keep plaintiff longer in 
their employ than they required him. 
Judgment was given for the defendants. 
Mr. W. II. Langley appearing for th 
defendants stated that they would not 
press for the costs of the action. Mr, 
N. F. Hagel, Q.C., for the plaintiff. 
o

PLACE It MINING REGULATIONS. 

Sir: I see in bite editions of the Victoria 
press that tin; question of placer mines 
In British Columbia Is taken up, and regrets 
because nearly all the placer gold ot' Canada 
is going out of the country, it will con- 
tinue to go out under present conditions 
as It does not pay any muu to follow 
placer mining as a business, placer mining 
now being carried on by a Hunting popula- 
tion usually employed at some other voca- 
tion. If the people or British Columbia 
really wish tn see British Columbia placer 
gold In Circulation hero, they must have 
the placer act changed so us to make 
placer mining profitable. To do this a 
placer mine should be n regular business, 
the same as lode mine or a farm, and 
should be large enough to make a home- 
iC for a minor. The present claim of 
100 feet, which is worked out the ilrst 
season, or the second at best, being useless 
the average young man. It will not 
pay one next summer to go on n wild 
stampede to Atllll to take chances with 
20,000 young fellows fioin Seattle of get- 
tlnir .10(1 feet of ground, which ground Is 
said to be shallow and not putrleulurly 
rich. This 10(1 feet of ground, If one be 
Itickv enough to locate it, would not pay 
for putting up a cabin or attempting, to 
make a permanent summer home there, 
nnd where this piece Is worked out, the 
balance of the creeks Witt lie also. 

Tile Meal mine is one [hat will keep u 
man nnd bis family nil his life, ami If a 
placer mine won't do tins 1 don't want It. 
I know a loan who bad a small hydraulic 
plant In Cariboo. He worked It for thir- 
teen years for about live months every sum 
nicr, and spent the proceeds, some two o: 
more thousands, according to the season 
every winter In Victoria, and also saved 
enough for a rainy day. If the creek claims 
had been large In Cariboo and worked by 
British Columbians, they would also have 
lasted for a number of years, nnd the 
money would have remained hi the couii: 
try. ' Which would have been the best for 
British Columbia? if two thousand miners 
had taken out $2,000 each for fifteen years, 
or If twenty thousand miners had taken 
out $(iO,(KX),(i(K) In about two years, which 
is what really happened, The country tun- 
ing no room to locale such a ■ sudden In 
flux the majority left with their money 
1 know dozens of British Columbians who 
would prospect for placer If the claim 
were large enough to work as n permanent 
mine, mid If only bona tlrle residents could 
take claims, we should have a chance 
The placer mine should he treated as a 
pre-emption. It should be the property of 
the locator as long as he tried to fultll 
the requirements of the law to the satis- 
faction of the commissioner, and II should 
he taxed according to its supposed value, 
as a pre-emption Is. The miners' license 
should lie done away with. It is time 
enough to tax the prospector after he has 
found something, and it will pay I he gov- 
ernment far better In the long run. As a 
comparison, for the last thirteen years I 
have paid au average of $20 taxes per 
annum for a pre-emption, and was quite 
sure no one would jump it, as the land 
recorders will not allow pre-emptions to 
be jumped until they have notified the 
locator, and found out for what reason 
he Is away. Something quite unexpected 
may have caused a delay of occupation. 
Now, with a mineral claim It is quite 
different. First, a miner's license Is re- 
quired, which If not kept up through any 
mistake the claim Is Jumped. Then, If for 
any reason the claim Is not occupied to the 
exact minute the claim is jumped, and If 
the slakes are not the exact size tin- claim 
Is jumped, nnd for a I moat any pretense a 
claim can be tied tip In litigation. The 
miner will feel quite safe In British Co- 
lumbia If his claim is left to the discre- 
tion of the gold commissioner, as bis home- 
stead Is, and in no case should any mine 
bo re-recorded until the former occupant 
has been notified, as It is very easy for 
a person living Where there Is no mull 
or newspaper to lose track of the time. 
In placer mining, again, there Is lots of 
trouble In describing claims. I rend In the 
Mining Act of placer chum, creek diggings, 
bar diggings, dry diggings, bench diggings, 
bill diggings uud precious stone diggings, 
which have various sizes and vague bound- 
aries, depending on how Hie recorder 
chooses to locate high water murk or the 
base of the lull. I really fall to see why 
"square lines nre not the square thing, 
as in the lode Mining Act. If a miner 
wishes the creek or the hill, let him place 
bis stakes accordingly; also us to size of 
stakes — I have seen mining claims where 
there was not a tree that would square 
four Inches within miles. Any bona fide 
mark should be sufficient, as In the States. 
Bind the United Stales Mineral Act Iu 
regard to stakes (page , r >, Copp's Manual 
section 15): ••Should i.'nve a stake, erect 
a monument, or tlx a slake, post or hoard," 
nnd In section "Within a reasonable 

time, say twenty days, or such other time 
Is allowed, file record," etc., and then rend 
under legal post In the British Columbia 
act, and then ask some lawyer to tell you 
of dozens of eases of litigation on plea of 
small posts. The act, In my mind, should 
read something like the following, but let 
the minister of mines Interview all the 
miners be can between now and when the 
bouse meets, and the press encourage cor- 
respondence on the subject: 

1. Any qualified voter of British Colum- 
bia, or bona fide resident and no one else, 
may locate as a placer mine nay piece of 
ground unoccupied for placer mining, 

'J. The miner shall put a stake, post 
hoard' or monument at ench' comer of land 
claimed, the claim to be a square, the 
length of each side measured horizontally, 
to be 300 feet. IThls quantity of ground 
would take some seasons to work out.) 

3. Sold claim slinll be llled on within 
thirty days from the time n mining re- 
corder's office Is established within twenty- 
five miles of the location; or If no recorder's 
office Is within this distance, the land shall 
be lller] on at tile end of the season, or 
the first time the miner goes for supplies. 

4. A placer mine shall be valued nnd 
taxed at same ratio as ordinary real 
eslate. 

f>. Record fee (lusted of $2.50 and $5,00 
license, as at present) to be $10.00 (ns If n 
miner can prospect his ground for tblrtv 
days before recording lie cni) better afford 
to pay ?7.f>0 extra fee than $5.00 for n 
license before he bus found anything.)

RUSSIAN COAST FISHERIES. 
OttaSyo, Nov. S. — Tin? fisheries depart- 
ment has received details of the regula- 
tions issued by the Itussinu government 
in reference to the Russian fisheries 
•on the Siberian coast. The department 
was informed some time ago that British 
Columbia and United States canners 
were preparing to extensively fish and 
pack salmon in Siberia, and it was 
argued that unless the Canadian regula- 
tions were very much relaxed the British 
Columbia, salmon industry would be 
ruined, as free fishing in Siberia would 
kill our British Columbia canning indus- 
tries. A similar fear was entertained 
three or four years ago in regard to 
the newly developed Alaska (U. S.) sal- 
mon fishery, The commissioner of fish- 
eries reported that no fear need be en- 
tertained if British Columbia packers 
continued to put up the splendid quality 
of fish hitherto sent by tliem into the 
markets. It may not be generally 
known that the Iyraser river and British 
Columbia salmon generally sell at a pre- 
mium, always realizing a higher price 
in London that United States and other 
brands. Russia, however, is not going 
to allow free and unlicensed fishing. 

The first clause of the regulations pro- 
hibits foreigners or natives from fish- 
ing, whaling, etc., except under official 
permission, and in localities specified. 
Every vessel must secure a license to 
fish any area, and after leaving that 
area she is considered to have finished j 
her operations, and cannot fish again, t ioa then wu 
except by paying a now license fee. Im- 1 mining law 
pending the ingress or egress of salmon 
into rivers, by traps or otherwise, is 
strictly forbidden. Heavy fines are to 
be inflicted, eqvtal to twice the amount 
of the tax or license fee, and confiscation 
of catch and fishing 
without license. These new Russian re 
gulations are more stringent that any 
enforced on the Pacific coast of Canada, j j n g 
but it is clear that Russia is warned 
by the example of the United States 
not to allow the destruction of her great 
Siberian salmon fisheries.

land, Li. C, appeared for the respond- 
ent, Rufus Pope, M. 1'., of Corupton, 
Que. The action was brought by Mr. 
Pope in the Supreme court of British 
Columbia to recover back from the ap- 
pellant the price paid for an interest in 
a mining claim on account of want of 
title to the seller, the appellant. Mr. 
Pope had bought from the appellant a 
half interest in the Eldorado, in the 
Trail Creek mining district, for $5,250, 
paid the money and got the deeds. It 
turned out' afterwards that the Mascot! 
claim, previously located, included with- 
in its limits the discovery post and the 
greater part of the Eldorado, so Mr. 
Pope got practically nothing. The ques- 
whether or not, under the 
)f British Columbia, the 
money could be recovered in the absence 
of fraud. The trial judge decided in 
favor of the defendant Cole, and held 
that the sale was a chattel real, and 
that no warranty could be implied, and 
for fishing I there was no covenant for warranty 

- the deeds. The Full court in British 
' Columbia reversed this judgment, hold- 
that the Eldorado claim did not 
exist, anil that there was a failure of 
consideration, and gave Mr. Pope all 
that be claimed. On conclusion of the 
arguments, judgment was reserved.

There was quite a little family party of 
Duwsonians on board the steamer Dir- 
igo when that vessel arrived down from 
the ports of the North last evening, 
prominent among them being Mr. B. W. 
Marlin, one of the heavy property own- 
ers of the Klondike capital, and a gen- 
tleman also heavily interested in mines 
and other properties on a majority of the 
tributary creeks, notably New Zealand, 
where his claims arc being worked all 
winter by full staffs of men. Mr. Mar- 
lin is now on his way to his old home In 
Alameda county, California, where he 
will spend the winter, returning North 
in the spring. 

Mr. Marlin brings more complete de- 
tails than were received by the Cottage 
City of the great fire that reduced four 
blocks of Dawson to ashes in early Oc- 
tober, the latest estimate of the loss in- 
volved being a quarter, not half, a mil- 
lion dollars. Considerable indignation 
lias been caused by property owners who 
are "out for the dollar all the time" 
taking advantage of the necessities of 
the people to the extent of tripling and 
quadrupling their rents now that places 
of habitation are at a high premium. 

Cornering the market appears, indeed, 
to he a favorite way of fortune-making 
in the Yukon, and the commercial com- 
panies are already manifesting a dispo- 
sition to again advance to ridiculous 
rates their prices for necessities during 
the winter season. Butter for example, 
has already become a luxury that only 
the rich may hope to enjoy, for while 
the stock is amply sufficient for the en- 
tire winter not a pound can- be had for 
less than three dollars, and only limited 
quantities at this figure. 

The news of the Atlin Lake discoveries 
had reached Dawson long ago, and this 
field was already looked upon with jeal- 
ousy— as a genuine rival, in compnay 
with tin? later discovered Thistle creek 
placers. The latter have now been stak- 
ed for many miles, this side of Stewart 
river, and considerable gold is being tak- 
en out even thus early in the history of 
the camp. It is in formation very simi- 
lar to that of Eldorado, while the gold 
is of much the same grade and color. 

Mr. Marlin was a passenger out on the 
Ora, which he is certain must be the last 
steamer of the season, as the Indians at 
the last stage of the up-river j' uvney re- 
ported Lake T,e Barge frozen' tight as a 
wedge, shutting off the "inside" country 
to all save good pedestrians for the re- 
mainder of the year. Gold Commissioner 
Scnkler was passed at the White Horse, 
going down on the Willie Irving, which 
steamer was to be tied up for the -winter 
at Dawson. 

At the time Mr. Marlin left the North 
preparations were well advanced in the 
direction of municipal organization, and 
the agitation by the miners for amend- 
ment of the existing Yukon regulations 
in the interest of the prospector and 
the country had taken shape in the fol- 
lowing demands: 

1. That the royalty tax should be abol- 
ished in its entirety. 

2. That the regulation providing for 
the reservation of crown claims should 
he repealed. 

3. That the present staking regulations 
should be amended. 

4. That the free miners' right with ref- 
erence to the cutting of timber for his 
own use should be enlarged. 

5. Tint under certain conditions the 
prospector should not lose his rights, by 
reason of having entered upon one claim, 
to file upon another. 

The position of the miners was thus 
specified by the Klondike Miner and has 
thus been taken up by the Miners' As- 
sociation. This latter body late in Octo- 
ber had an important interview with 
Commisisoner Ogilvie :it which several 
questions that hud been agitating the 
upper Yukon public were most satisfac- 
torily disposed of. To quote the Klon- 
dike Miner: 

"The president of the association 
asked if the two vacancies on the Yukon 
council would be filled by popular vote. 
Mr. Ogilvie said parliament had made 
no provision for such action and that 
he himself would appoint two representa- 
tives after consultation with the miners. 

" Mr. Lisle was assured that debtors 
would not be allowed in future to escape 
their creditors by slipping awiiy on the 
boats. 

"Mr. Galpin asked for Hie support of 
the government at the minim; exhibition 
16 be held nt London in IS!):), and was 
assured that the commission _>r had al- 
ready applied to Ottawa for financial 
aid in sending some of the products of 
the Klondike district to show the people 
or England what this country is cap- 
able of producing. He said further 
that he himself and several leading citi- 
zens of Dawson would help in sending 
a good exhibit to London. 

" Mr. Ritchie asked whether the ten- 
ants on the water-front would be al- 
lowed to stay there next year, and was 
told that they would be permitted to 
remain undisturbed until .Tune, if the 
ice did not clear them off, but that 
their tenancy was subject to ten days' 
notice. 

"Col. McGregor asked questions con- 
cerning the post office, and was told that 
nobody except officials was allowed be- 
hind the boxes, and that a large amount 
of work bad been done to facilitate the 
dispatch of mail. Mr. Ogilvie further 
stated the pleasing news that letters 
could now be obtained nt the Forks by 
those who gave their mimes to the post- 
master. It was no longer necessary to 
pay a cent to anyone to have mail de- 
livered, but of course people could do so 
if they liked to pay a person to get 
their mail for them, but, that mail could 
only be obtained in the usual way now 
in vogue, viz., through the offlee and- in 
front of the boxes. 

"Mr. Galpin next, asked if the man 
who had been working on the tramway 
road to the Forks would get paid for 
their labor. The commissioner answered 
by giving ft history of the whole trans- 
action. He believed the men would 
shortly receive their wages in full, as 
there were people in Dawson willing to 
take up the work and bring it to n suc- 
cessful issue if the present company 
failed. 

"The president then asked about the 
timber limits and complained that two 
concessions for cutting timber for fire- 
wood had been given to companies that 
had failed to undertake the work they 
had undertaken, cordwood, as a result, 
being now ,$.'{0 a cord: whereas, if a 
miner's certificate had been n sufficient 
permit, people would long ago have been 
supplied with their winter fuel, and the 
price would have been a reasonable one, 



as competition would have regulated jt. 
He asked that miners should have . the 
privilege of cutting timber for firewood 
without paying for the permit. 

" Dr. McDougall spoke strongly of the 
many cases of hardship which had oc- 
curred to miners through the incompe- 
tency in the gold commissioner's olllce, 
in which he was supported by Mr. Arm- 
strong. 

" Mr. Ogilvie assured the deputation 
that since coming into the country he 
had done his best to make things 
straight. (Hear, hear). When he found 
anyone in the government employ acting 
in; any dishonest manner, he would im- 
mediately suspend him, and if be were 
subsequently proven guilty, the offender 
would bo punished. Vague charges ii.id 
been made against the clerks in the gold 
commissioner's otlice; some definite 
charges bo had already investigated and 
acted on; and he was anxious to have 
all the records made public as soon as 
possible', so that any miner could go into 
the otlice and, by paying a small fee, 
look up the history of any claim in vhieh 
he might be interested. He hoped short- 
ly to publish a list of vacant claims for 
the information of the public."

American Securities in Demand in Lon- 
don—Day Without Incident 
in New York. 

New York. Nov. IT.— The Evening Tost's 
financial cable from London says: "Stocks 
In this market were HfeleRS to-day except 
Americans, Willi b were unlimited on sup- 
port from New York and Germany, and by 
a professional cliipie here. There was no 
public buying, and the Continental demiind 
was chiellv for Baltimore & Ohio, Atchison 
pfd., Denver & Itlo Grande pfd. ami South 
era Uy. pfd. Late In the day 1'aris and 
Berlin showed n disposition to 
professional Interest in Americans increased 
here, and many lubbers are migrating from 
the Kaffir to the American market. The 
Kaffir market was so perfectly stagnate 
that migration somewhere was necessary, 
from a professional point of view. Grand 
Trunk, after a period of dullness, was 
strong in the street on Montreal clique 
buying. The weekly statement of the Bank 
of England was fairly strong and chiefly 
remarkable as affording no Indication of 
the present plethora of money: but 1 learn 
from a reliable quarter, that the bank bus, 
made repayments to the market. The net 
gold Imported for the week was £232,000 In 
bar cold and foreign coin, the receipt of 
£131.000 from- the Cape anil the export of 
i70,00t! to the Continent and £15,000 to 
South America." 

New York, Nov. 17.— The results of to- 
day's stock market operations were rather 
Inconclusive, except in so far as they 
showed a continued lively interest on the 
part of the outside public In securities of 
all grades. So far as prices were concerned 
the changes are rather mixed, though the 
majority are on the side of gains, and these 
In some cases amount to one per cent, or 
over.

COL-, SCOTT'S STOCK— Snugly tuck- 
ed away with the funds in charge of 
Fred Scholield, registrar of the Supremo 
court, is a certified check for $7,Uf5.5T. 
It was deposited there by McLcod & 
Whiteside, the consul for Robert Scott, 
in the now celebrated action of Olabon 
v. Scott for a commission in getting 
Mr. Scott placed on the directorate of 
a local mining company. As is pretty 
well known, Sheriff Robinson was to sell 
several bunches of Mr. Scott's stock 
to satisfy the judgment secured against 
him by Clubon. Preparations for the 
sale were going abend without delay 
when the solicitors for the defence ap- 
peared and produced a certified check 
for $7,71)0.57, thea mount of the judg- 
ment and costs. The check was deposit- 
ed with the registrar as security ami the 
sale was stopped. Now Mr. Scott ex- 
pects a rehearing of the case, lie was 
enabled to do so by depositing the check 
with the registrar. Otherwise the sale 
would have gone ahead as advertised. 



A BUSY HALF YEAR— On the 1st 
of November the 'British America Cor- 
poration finished its first half year of 
development on its Rossland properties. 
Some little surface work was done in the 
latter part of April, but actual under- 
ground mining was not undertaken until 
the 1st of May. In the six months just 
ended, the company has done U.oUU feet 
of development work, equal to u mile and 
a quarter. The development inclrdes all 
sorts of mining, from drifting to sinking, 
and from raising to the driving of 
winzes. During the month of October 
tile corporation employed altogether 13 
machines, in the various work which it 
has under way in its properties. With 
the 13 machines 1,570 feet of work of 
all sorts was accomplished, which is 
equal to an average of four feet per 
day. 



MINER KILLED BY GAS.-A fatal 
accident occurred in the Porto Rico mine 
at Ymir on the 10th. Albert Kuowlton, 
a miner, who was employed in driving 
an upraise for No. 3 to No. 12 tunnel was 
found lying face down in a pool of water 
in the upraise. His partner was found 
near a ladder at the foot of the upraise 
in an insensible condition. He was tak- 
en to the surface, and by means of arti- 
licial respiration was brought back to 
his senses. A similar attempt was made 
with Kuowlton, but it was unsuccessful. 
The presumption is that the cause of 
the accident was the gas resulting from 
Masts, ii[ giant powder. It was a case 
similar to that which occurred In ItOss- 
laud in the Sunset No. 2, wherein two 
miners lost their lives. Knowlton leaves 
a wife and three children. He was for- 
merly a coal miner and worker for a 
long time at Lethbridge, where lie was 
well known. 



THE SI1USWAP ACCIDENT— From 
a gentleman who went out on the wreck- 
ing train which left here at one o'clock 
and arrived at the scene of the wreck, 
the following particulars were obtained: 
When he arrived at the scene of the 
accident, Reid was dead and his body 
had been placed in the station house. 
Little was alive but from appearances 
he had been severely injured internally. 
Little lingered on until about twenty 
minutes past live, but was only conscious 
for a few minutes. The disaster is sup- 
posed to have been caused by the boiler 
of the engine exploding owing to the 
boiler plate not having been thick 
enough. The boiler was lying end up. 
about twenty yards from the cars which, 
with two exceptions, were left standing 
on the rails. The top of the cab was 
blown up among the telegraph wires. 
The three injured men were found lying 
a short distance from the wrecked en- 
gine on the north side of the track. 
George was able to rise and with assis- 
tance walked to the caboose. The two 
cars next the engine were badly damag; 
ed. Conductor Powers had charge of the 
wrecked freight train, which was com- 
ing west after No. 1. Foreman George 
Middleton and crew are at work clear- 
ing away the wreckage. Little and Reid 
both reside at Revelstoke. Little, who 
is a brother of David Little, of Kam- 
loops, leaves a widow and one child, 
while Reid leaves a widow and three 
children. J. George, who is a single man, 
resides in town. Messrs. Little ami 
Reid were well known in town and much 
sympathy is felt for the widows and 
children of the two men. Coroner Clarke 
went up on No. 2 to hold an inquest— 
Kamloops Sentinel. 

KAMLOOPS HOSPITAL.— At the 
last meeting of directors of this institu- 
tion the question of appointing a succes- 
sor to tlie late Dr. Furrer came up and 
after discusison it was decided to leave 
the matter over until the directors had 
an opportunity of conferring witli Gen- 
eral Superintendent Marpole. Mr. J. A. 
Mara said he thought the 0. P. R. were 
going to appoint two men and if that 
was the case it would be to the advant- 
age of the hospital to work in harmony 
witli them and appoint either or both for 
the hospital. After some discussion it 
was decided that the secretary write to 
General Superintendent Marpole asking 
when it would be convenient for him 
to be iu Kamloops and meet the hospital 
board to discuss the matter of appoint- 
ing a medical officer for the hospital in 
connection with the C. P. It. service, 
and that a meeting be called for the 
date he names. Dr. Proctor was re- 
quested to remain in charge of the hos- 
pital until a permanent appointment i 
n ado. 



A STINGY DEPARTMENT.— At a 
public meeting in Lillooot recently, Mr. 
Rostock, M. P., made a speech extol- 
ling the Dominion government, at the 
close of which he was loudly cheered. 
Several gentlemen then addressed the 
chair, advocating a postal service to 
Bridge river and from Lillooet to Lyt- 
ton, those being the burning questions 
of the hour, ami to which Mr. Bostock 
lent an attentive car and promised his 
earnest attention. A. W. Smith, M. V. 
P., in course of a speeeli cnlled the at- 
tention of Mr. Bostock to the extreme 
low rati! of pay allowed by the Dominion 
authorities to its postmasters, and the 
necessity of some different treatment 
to suit the living rate in the province, 
particularly calling attention of all pre- 
sent to the miserable stipend paid to t ho 
Lillooet postmaster. This speech was 
loudly applauded, as everyone was in 
sympathy witli the speaker's views. Mr. 
Bostock related some of the difficulties 
in the way of dealing with Dominion 
rates, but. promised to do all in his power 
for the postmaster. 



BRIDGE RIVER CLAIMS.-Wo are 
informed that C. F. Law, who passed 



through Ashcroft on Monday, ih now at 
Lillooet closing the deal in behalf of 
an English syndicate for the Lome 
group of claims on Bridge river. The 
owners of this very promising property 
are Nat Coughlan, Johu It. Williams 
and Wm. Young. The price is said to 
be $-13,000, of which if3,000 is cash, 
$8,000 in thirty days, and on the balance 
some months is given. The Lorne group 
is one of tlie best properties in the Bridge 
rivei section. At least this seems to be 
the concensus of opinion of the many 
mining men who have visited Lillooet 
and Bridge river. The fortunate owners 
are to be congratulated on their sale and 
the purchasers on their securing so prom- 
ising a property as the Lorne group. — 
Ashcroft Mining Journal. 

DUNDEE MlNB.— A meeting of the 
Dundee Gold Mining company was hold 
recently at Rossland for the purpose oC 
devising ways and means' for paying for 
tlie aerial tramway, the concentrator 
and hoisting and drilling plant. The 
shares of tlie Dundee company have 
been placed principally in tlie London 
market, and owing to tlie dullness there 
at present it was deemed inexpedient to 
place the treasury on sale there. It was 
decided that "each should take shares at 
the prevailing market price to the extent 
of $2,000 each. There are eight direct- 
ors, and this will give the company 
$10,000. Witli this sum it is calculated 
that the plant can be paid for and tlie 
mine placed on a paying basis. Tlie 
directors are William Galliher, Charles 
Dundee. Ernest Kennedy, J. L. Parker, 
O. F. Qonybeare, N. I). Barclay, Donald 
Kennedy and Col. Robert Scott. 

PRIZES AT OMAHA. — At the 
Trans-Mississippi Exposition just closed 
at Omaha, British Columbia received tlie 
following prizes: The province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, for the exhibit of gold 
silver, copper and lead commercial ores, 
a . silver medal; the Reco Mining com- 
pany, of Saudon, for argentiferous lead 
ores, a bronze medal; the Lemon Gold 
Mining company of Britisli Columbia, 
for gold ores, a bronze medal. The 
medals are now being struck. The 
British Columbia exhibit at the exposi- 
tion was under the management of L. 
K. Armstrong- It was well designed 
and attracted a great many visitors. 




A POPULAR BANKER.— It is given 
to but few men to receive such a recep- 
tion as was tendered this morning by 
the people of Rossland to .1. S. 0. Eraser, 
the manager of the Bank of Montreal. 
A month ago Mr. Fraser, who had been 
suffering with a very severe attack of 
inflammatory rheumatism, left for Halc- 
yon Hot Springs in search . of relief. 
This morning at 1 o'clock Mr. Fraser 
returned home, somewhat the paler and 
slightly the weaker for his long siege of 
illness, but nevertheless the same hearty, 
whole-souled man as of old. As on the 
occasion of his departure, there was at 
the station this morning to meet him a 
delegation of friends that numbered the 
greater part of the business men of the 
city. There was a. band, too. in attend- 
ance, and there were torches without 
number, borne aloft by the enthusiastic 
friends of " Rossland's most popular 
Wan." Mr. Fraser was accompanied to 
a carriage, and, accompanied by Hon. 
Charles H. Mackintosh, Mayor Wallace 
and Ross Thompson, he was driven up 
town like a king coming back to his 
loyal subjects.— Rossland Miner. 

WINTER AT ROSSLAND— It seems 
as though winter has set in in earnest 
at Rossland. With a few inches of 
snow on the ground and the tempera- 
ture below zero, the members of the 
different curling, hockey and skating 
clubs arc figuring how soon the new 
rink will be completed for them to in- 
dulge in their favorite game. The 
superstructure of this rink, being built 
on Second avenue, is rapidly going up, 
and it is confidently expected that it will 
be completed by the 15th of next 
month. 



BANKING ENTERPRISE.— A Ross- 
land despatch says: " It is said on the 
best of authority that the Bank of Brit- 
isli Columbia will shortly open a branch 
office here in the Steen block, on Wash- 
ington street. The offices of the Bank 
of Toronto, in the Stone block, on Col- 
umbia avenue, are nearing completion, 
so that it will be only a short time be- 
fore Rossland will have five banks run- 
ning. This will certainly make the town 
a banking and financial centre of no lit- 
tle importance, and will also have the 
desired effect of making money easier." 



ATLIN'S BRIGHT FUTURE. 

Spring Will Witness a Great Rush to 
These British Columbia Gold 
Fields. 

From the Seattle Times, 

In a letter to Mr. L. II. Gray, general 
traffic manager of the White Pass &. Yu- 
kon railroad, .Mr. II. A. Boswell, now of 
Juneau and a former Seattle man, who 
was. one of the first at the'new Atliu dig- 
gings, states that it is tlie opinion of tlie 
majority now at or near Atlin, and who 
have excellent opportunities of estimat- 
ing the output from the claims there this 
season, that the rush in the spring to 
that country lias been greatly underesti- 
mated. 

He himself has returned to Juneau to 
procure; necessary appliances for the 
proper working of his claims in that dis- 
trict, among which may be mentioned 
claims on Pine, Spruce, Wright and Mus- 
ket creeks, besides many claims on les- 
ser discoveries. He intends to return at 
once to Atlin for an active season at his 
claims. 

With him came some samples of the 
gold procured from bis claims in the pros- 
pect work, in the first pan from his 
claim on Wright creek, at about two 
feet from tlie surface, lie took a nugget 
worth $23.25. From tin; bottom of n 
prospect hole at a depth of about six feet 
the pans returned about 25 cents to the 
pan. 

He is firm in the belief that. Atlin has 
a bright future before it, and says that 
while no large fortunes are made there, 
any man who will take his opportunities 
as they come, and work witli the rest, 
is sure to make enough to make him in- 
dependent for the rest of his life. He 
also confirms the new strike on McKoe 
creek, but cannot slate how it will turn 
out, for lie hud but very little time in 
which to investigate it. He states that 
qjlitc a few good quartz, propositions 
have been found in and around the At- 
lin district, and looks for thein to at- 
tract attention shortly as good .paying 
properties. 

Mr. Edwin Hall Warner, an engineer 
for the White Pass & Yukon railroad, re 
cently was engaged on the Britisli side 
of the passes for that company in sur- 
veys, and his impressions of that coun- 
try will prove of interest to readers of 
the Times, as he was a well-known figure 
in Seattle, before he left to fake a posi- 
tion witli the White Pass & Yukon Rail- 
road Company. 
In a letter to Seattle friends he says:

LOCOMOTIVE EXPLOSION. 

Tlie Recent Remarkable Occurrence on 
the O.P.B. Line Near 
Shuswap, 

From the Kamloops Standard. 

An instance of one of the biggest 
locomotive explosions that lias ever oc- 
curred on this division took place last. 
Thursday night about a mile east of 
Shuswap station. From, the accounts 
that have been received it appears that 
in accordance with the custom the steam 
was turned off in order to allow the train 
to slow down for Shuswap station, and 
.Mr. John George, who was engaged in 
firing, opened the door of the fire box to 
put more fuel on, a circumstance th.it 
was extremely lucky for him, for when 
the door was opened, as he explains, he 
saw a quantify of steam issuing from it 
and knew nothing more, for the force 
of the steam shot him clear over the ten- 
der and landed him a good distance away 
from the train. The next second every- 
thing else went. The unfortunate driver, 
Mr. J. Little, was blown a clear eighty 
feet, and the miracle was that there was 
anything loft of him. His shoes were 
found amongst the wreck some distance 
away, and the unfortunate man's bones 
were broken in sii or eight places. Ho 
lived, however, about six hours, when 
death relieved him of his pain. The 
brakeman, Mr. T. Held, suffered more 
severely, and only lived thirty minutes. 
The injuries sustained by the fireman 
amount to a fracture and a severe scald- 
ing that the effects of which there is every 
reason to believe he will recover. 

The engine (No. 078) was one of the 
Richmond heavy compounds, which do 
not appear to have been as satisfactory 
as the Canadian article made in the 
O.P.R, shops. It is not so very long ago 
Unit one of the wheels were cracked and 
had to be repaired, and at the present 
time there Is another in the yard receiv- 
ing attention at the hands of the fitters. 

Some idea of the forcee of the explo- 
sion can bo gained, when it is stated 
that the crown of the fire box blew out, 
the entire body of the locomotive was 
lifted off its carriage, tearing away the 
bolts and everything that was holding it 
in place, and it completed a gigantic 
somersault in the air, landing end for 
end about 100 yards in front of the train 
and so causing the train to stop. Of 
course a little of the track was torn up 
in doing bo, and two hoi ears were 



completely Bmashcd, in fact there was 
nothing to be found but the -wheels to 
suggest that one of them had ever ex- 
isted. Tlie cab was blown an immense 
distance, part of it falling on the wires 
and remaining suspended. A tramp who 
was stealing a ride in the third car had 
a narrow escape, but instead of making 
off when he was discovered, he rendered 
every assistance in his power to the 
crew. 

Mr. ,T. Little, who is a brother to Mr. 
Dave Little of this town, was well 
known in Kamloops, as wore all three 
men. Each of the deceased men leave 
a widow behind to mourn their loss. 
Mr. Reid has also three children. 

The cause stated by Master Mechanic 
Strunnch, after an examination of the 
wreck, is that the explosion occurred 
through no fault in the material, but in 
consequence of a scarcity of water in the 
boiler, which naturally had the effect of 
allowing the stool to soften.
